Over  the  past  50  years,  since  graduat- 
ing from  the  school  of  medicine  in  1912, 
I  have  witnessed  and  been  privileged  to 
pass  through  a  great  era  in  the  advance- 
ment of  medicine. 

My  start  was  made  with  a  small  amount 
of  equipment,  costing  only  a  minimum, 
and  the  horse  and  buggy  as  transporta- 
tion. I  carried  my  shotgun  on  calls  in 
order  to  take  advantage  of  any  hunting 
which  might  present. 

Great  advances,  of  course,  have  been 
made  and  tremendous  changes  in  methods 
of  the  practice  of  medicine.  Obstetrics, 
which  was  mostly  practiced  in  the  home, 
is  now  a  strict  hospital  procedure.  Cur- 
rently the  number  of  laboratory  proce- 
dures and  aids  to  diagnosis  is  almost  in- 
finite. However,  I  still  feel  that  the  art 
of  physical  diagnosis  is  extremely  im- 
portant and  sincerely  hope  that  it  will 
not  be  forgotten  in  the  era  of  "high- 
powered"  medicine.

I  recall  an  incident  early  in  my  first 
year  which  might  interest  the  group 
around  my  time  who  knew  "Old"  Chris, 
the  janitor. 

I  roomed  with  Stewart  McBryde,  of 
Manassas,  Virginia,  on  the  third  floor 
of  1110  Capitol  Street,  where  Dr.  Ennion 
G.  Williams  had  his  Health  Department 
office  on  the  street  floor. 

Stewart  and  I  returned  to  our  room 
about  8  p.m.  one  evening  with  the  pur- 
pose of  doing  some  heavy  study  pre- 
paratory to  a  quiz  on  anatomy  by  Dr. 
J.  Fulmer  Bright.  To  my  chagrin,  I 
found  out  that  I  had  left  my  copy  of 
Gray  in  the  dissecting  laboratory  on  the 
third  floor  of  the  Egyptian  Building. 

I  walked  the  four  or  five  blocks  and 
woke  "Old"  Chris  out  of  his  quarters  in 
the  basement  of  the  Egyptian  Building. 
Chris  walked  around  and  opened  the 
front  door  and  remained  while  I  pro- 
ceeded to  the  top  and  entered  the  dis- 
secting room  in  the  dark,  not  knowing 
where  the  lights  were. 

As  I  picked  up  my  anatomy,  I  heard 
a  loud  noise  over  in  the  corner.  To  say 
the  least,  I  bounded  down  the  steps 
in  the  dark;  taking  four  or  more  steps 
with  each  jump.  I  reached  the  ground  floor 
without  an  accident  and  stepped  through 
the  door,  and  "Old"  Chris  said,  "What 
the  matter,  Doctor?"  I  told  him  about 
the  noise  above  and  he  said,  "That's 
nothing  but  that  old  cat  up  there  and 
he  must  have  jumped  off  the  table."

From  the  pine  woods  via  a  one  room 
school  house  (unpainted)  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Alabama,  a  young  man  was 
amazed  upon  arrival  in  Richmond,  Sep- 
tember, 1907,  by  three  things:  seeing  for 
his  first  time  a  woman  walking  on  a 
"peg  leg;"  the  odoriferous  tobacco  fumed 
atmosphere ;  and  the  red-muddy  fluid, 
called  water,  that  people  drank  and  used 
for  so-called  baths. 

From  a  five-month  illness  spent  in 
room  35  of  the  Virginia  Hospital  in  1908, 
the  freshman  year  was  not  completed. 
Two  years  at  an  Alabama  medical  school 
saw  the  yearning  for  Virginia  rewarded 
by  being  again  accepted  at  UCM  and 
into  the  junior  class,  in  September,  1910. 
After  graduation  from  the  "old  tobacco 
factory,"  temporary  medical  school  build- 
ing in  1912,  the  MCV  adopted  me  with 
other  members  of  my  class  and  awarded 
my  second  degree,  doctor  of  medicine. 
That  procedure  has  been  extremely  rare 
in  the  realms  of  medicine. 

Tribute  and  thanks  are  again  proffered 
to  the  fine  gracious  people,  who  accepted 
the  deep-down  South  boy  into  their 
groups  and  homes;  to  my  tolerant  class- 
mates; and  to  Drs.  "Bob"  Bryan,  "Billy" 
(Wm.  F.)  Williamson,  Roshier  Miller, 
E.  Guy  Hopkins,  Hugh  Taylor,  A.  L. 
Gray,  Marvin  Knuckles,  "Ned"  and 
Stuart  McGuire,  Fred  Hodges,  Garnett 
Nelson,  and  G.  Paul  Laroque.  Who  could 
ever   forget   "Bob"    Bryan   walking   into

the  classroom  at  8  a.m.,  Saturdays,  in 
full-dress  suit,  from  some  party  the  night 
before  and  truly  throwing  at  us — bones, 
and  demanding  minute  description.  A 
driver,  yes,  but  one  of  the  greatest  of  all 
teachers,  respected,  admired,  feared,  yet 
loved  by  all. 

Following  a  bout  with  tuberculosis  and 
three  years  research  in  that  field,  path- 
ology seemed  to  offer  the  best  means  for 
protecting  self.  From  Asheville,  North 
Carolina,  to  Northwestern  University, 
Chicago,  to  the  University  of  Iowa,  my 
course  led  to  the  University  of  Missouri, 
where  I  served  as  professor  and  chair- 
man of  the  department  of  bacteriology 
and  pathology;  as  acting  dean  for  two 
years,  and,  because  of  the  first  coronary 
episode,  turned  down  several  requests  to 
accept  the  permanent  deanship.  At  pres- 
ent I  am  completing  forty  years  here,  on 
a  part-time  basis  now,  as  emeritus  pro- 
fessor of  pathology  and  am  a  past  presi- 
dent of  the  Southern  Medical  Associa- 
tion and  still  active  in  Alpha  Omega 
Alpha.

The  most  outstanding  episode  in  medi- 
cal school  was  the  fire  that  destroyed  the 
college  and  part  of  Virginia  Hospital  in 
January,  1911.  It  occurred  in  the  early 
hours  of  a  cold,  sleety  morning  causing 
much  excitement,  anxiety,  and  no  little 
confusion. 

I  was  recovering  from  abdominal  sur- 
gery at  my  home  a  few  blocks  away  but 
made  my  way  to  the  scene  and  was  able 
to  salvage  some  of  the  interns  belongings 
from  their  quarters  on  the  ground  floor 
of  the  building. 

The  previous  day  the  cadavers  had 
been  laid  out  on  the  floor  of  the  dissect- 
ing room  for  the  boys  to  pick  their  sub- 
jects. Firemen  seeing  these  bodies  con- 
cluded that  they  were  casualties  and  the 
rumor  spread  rapidly. 

A  negro  woman  who  had  major  ab- 
dominal surgery  the  previous  day  made 
her  way  from  an  upper  floor  and  walked 
barefoot  on  the  sleet  to  a  house  across 
the  street  and  asked  for  something  to 
eat.  She  didn't  even  have  a  rise  of  tem- 
perature. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  student  body,  it 
was  resolved  that  they  would  stick  by 
the  school,  and  we  finished  our  course  in 
the  remolded  Milhizer  tobacco  warehouse 
— a  remarkable  example  of  loyalty. 

Mr.  William  P.  Harrison 

I  am  married  and  have  a  son  and 
daughter  and  four  lovely  granddaughters. 
I  have  worked  in  the  same  retail  pharmacy 
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for  fifty  years,  the  store  which  I  managed 
since  my  father  died  in  1917. 

You  asked  about  some  amusing  inci- 
dent which  happened  while  I  was  in 
MCV.  The  one  which  I  remember  best 
happened  in  pharmacy  class  which  was 
taught  by  Mr.  Bolenbaugh,  who  was,  at 
that  time,  dean  of  pharmacy. 

Mr.  Bolenbaugh  was  a  rather  serious- 
minded  man,  very  dignified,  and  not 
much  given  to  levity.  On  this  particular 
morning,  a  student  named  Mr.  Glass  was 
sitting  about  two  rows  from  the  front 
talking  to  Mr.  Livick.  After  a  time  Pro- 
fessor Bolenbaugh  spoke  to  Mr.  Glass 
and  said,  "Mr.  Glass,  you  are  talking  to 
Mr.  Livick  while  I  am  lecturing,  you 
cannot  do  two  things  at  once." 

In  a  rather  playful  mood  Mr.  Glass 
replied,  "Yes  I  can,  Professor,  I  can  do 
THREE  things  at  once." 

At   this   Mr.   Bolenbaugh   straightened 

up   and   looking   down  his   nose   at  Mr. 

Glass   said,    "Well,   Mr.    Glass,    suppose 

you  tell  us  just  WHAT  three  things  you 

can  do,  all  at  the  same  time." 

Mr.  Glass  replied,  "I  can  drive  a  horse, 

I  can  pat  my  foot,  and  I  can  whistle,  all 

at  the  same  time." 

Just  what   happened   after   that   I    do 

not   remember,   but   I   can    imagine   Mr. 

Bolenbaugh    saying,    "Class    dismissed," 

and  walking  out. 

We  had  a  good  group  of  boys  in  our 

class.  Many  of  them  have  now  gone  to 

their  eternal  reward.  May  their  souls  rest 

in  peace.  To  those  who  are  left,  let  me 

say  happy  landing,   fellows.

A  little  more  than  fifty  years  ago  I 
stood  among  the  fire-swept  ruins  of  the 
University  College  of  Medicine  taking 
pictures  of  the  destruction  with  a  small 
box  camera  and  wondered  where  and 
when  I  would  ever  get  a  medical  degree. 
With  an  inspiring  display  of  loyalty, 
cooperation,  and  hand  work,  an  old 
tobacco  factory  just  behind  the  burned 
building  was  converted  into  reasonably 
adequate  laboratories,  class-rooms,  and 
other  facilities;  and  it  was  from  this 
temporary  Alma  Mater  that  the  splendid 
class  of  1912  was  graduated.  If  I  remem- 
ber correctly,  we  did  not  have  more  than 
one  or  perhaps  two  transfers  as  a  result 
of  the  fire. 

Anyone  who  had  the  privilege  of  at- 
tending the  quiz  classes  on  osteology 
conducted  by  the  late  Dr.  Robert  C. 
Bryan  will  appreciate  the  following  anec- 
dote. The  time  was  around  Thanksgiving 
and  the  holiday  season  was  not  conducive 
to  proper  study  and  preparation.  The 
professor  was  conducting  in  his  own 
inimitable  manner  the  usual  quiz  on  the 
bones  of  the  cranium.  He  handed  me 
a  sphenoid  bone  and  began  to  question  me 
on  its  various  surfaces,  articulations,  and 
foramina.  It  was  soon  evident  that  the 
bone  and  I  were  almost  total  strangers. 
In  his  best  sarcastic  manner,  the  one  and 
only  R.  C.  Bryan  turned  to  the  class  and 
said  "Gentlemen,  this  is  a  beautiful 
bone  and  Mr.  Smith  has  ruined  it."  Thus, 
early  in  my  medical  career  I  learned  about 
true    humility.

About  fifty  years  ago,  when  a  dental 
student  at  UCM,  now  MCV,  I  heard  an 
evangelist  at  my  church  tell  the  follow- 
ing story  complimentary  to  the  medical 
profession  which  made  a  profound  im- 
pression on  my  life  and  still  lingers  with 
me.  "There  once  lived  in  a  sparsely  set- 
tled community  a  physician  who  had  an 
office  over  a  drug  store  with  a  sign 
reading  DR.  GOOD,  OFFICE  UP 
STAIRS.  Often  when  sent  for,  he  would 
drive  his  horse  and  buggy  over  the 
mountains  for  many  miles,  day  or  night, 
to  visit  the  sick  and  often  received  no  pay 
or  something  raised  on  the  farm  as  a 
token  of  appreciation  for  his  fine  services. 
After  many  years,  the  kind  and  devoted 
friend  of  many  families  passed  on.  Later 
there  was  a  sale  of  all  of  his  earthly  pos- 
sessions, which  were  few,  and,  when  the 
auctioneer  held  up  the  sign  in  front  of 
the  office,  a  dear  old  lady  purchased  it 
for  $2.00.  Then,  as  a  testimonial  to  a  life 
well  spent,  she  carried  it  to  the  cemetery 
and  placed  it  at  his  grave  DR.  GOOD, 
OFFICE  UP  STAIRS." 

Realizing  that  the  days  of  myself  and 
my  former  classmates  and  friends  at  MCV 
in  1912  are  limited,  it  is  my  prayer  that 
we  meditate  upon  the  works  of  the  good 
doctor  and  all  meet  again  "UP  STAIRS."

Riding  horse- 
back or  by  buggy,  depending  upon  road 
conditions,  I  made  semi-weekly  trips  to 
their  camps  to  dispense  medicine  or  patch 
up  fight  victims,  usually  staying  overnight 
in  one  of  the  crude  shacks.  If  my  visits 
coincided  with  pay-day,  conditions  could 
be  rougher  than  usual;  and  it  was  on  one 
such  occasion,  as  I  was  leaving  camp,  that 
the  cook  insisted  on  paying  me  for  having 
treated    her    son.    An    enormous    Negro 
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woman  with  an  equally  enormous  capacity 
for  "moonshine,"  she  was  uproariously 
drunk.  When  I  refused  the  money,  ex- 
plaining that  the  company  paid  all  the 
bills,  she  became  furious  and,  with  an 
oath,  snatched  from  her  stocking-top  a 
butcher  knife  which  looked  to  be  three

feet  long!  No  longer  reluctant,  I  grabbed 
the  money  and  retreated.  Finding  her  son, 
I  returned  the  fee  in  question  with  an 
admonition  to  take  his  mother  in  hand. 
The  celerity  of  my  return  trip  that  day 
surely  must  have  made  dust  along  that 
muddy  road! 


OB  case  in  an  out-of-the-way  place.  The 
room  was  dimly  lighted  with  only  a  car- 
bide lamp.  When  I  walked  in  the  mother 
of  the  patient  said,  "Your  face  is  too 
young  for  a  thing  like  this,"  and  she  re- 
peated it  several  times. 

I  replied,  "I  am  30  years  old  and  too 
young;  soon  I  will  be  too  old.  Please  tell 
me  when  a  doctor  is  at  the  right  age." 

I  then  asked  the  daughter  and  son-in- 
law  if  they  wanted  me  and  they  replied, 
"Yes." 

Then  I  told  the  mother  to  shut  her 
mouth  and  keep  it  shut  unless  I  spoke 
to  her.  I  asked  for  warm  water  and  she 
brought  hot  water  in  a  wash  basin  and 
placed  it  on  the  floor  near  me.  I  turned 
and  stepped  in  it.  Within  a  short  time, 
I  was  her  favorite  doctor.

Bless  the  hearts  of  the  seven  alumni 
members  now  living.  I  had  rather  see 
these  seven  men  than  any  seven  on 
earth. 

While  there  we  burned  the  college 
and  had  to  report  for  classes  in  the 
tobacco  barn.  My  third  year  I  ha'd  typhoid 
fever  and  lost  one  year  in  college. 

I  heard  Worthy  Rudd  say  "Some  day 
we  will  split  the  atom  and  then  we 
will  have  the  atomic  age."  Guy  Hopkins, 
after  I  had  looked  at  a  slide,  said  "Very 
good,  Ashworth.  What's  your  name,  sir?" 

During  my  years  of  practice  as  a  phy- 
sician at  the  West  Virginia  Penitentiary, 
I  sewed  up  a  heart  caused  by  a  vicious 
wound  with  a  very  large  knife  from 
the  tailor  shop  which  cut  three  ribs,  the

sterum,  the  coronary  artery,  and  a  small 
incision  into  the  heart.  This  was  done 
with  no  asepsis,  no  penicillin,  and  no 
infection. 

At  the  Glendale  Hospital,  my  patient 
died  of  cerebral  hemorrhage.  We  im- 
mediately operated  and  delivered  a 
healthy  boy. 

In  1914  I  delivered  an  oration  on 
"Medicine"  at  the  West  Virginia  Medical 
Society  and  was  elected  its  president  in 
1924.  In  1924  I  was  moderator  of  the 
Panhandle  Baptist  Association.  I  am  now 
a  member  of  Board  of  Governors  of 
Alderson  Broaddus  College.

My  greatest  ambition  was  to  practice 
50  years  and  retire;  but  now,  that  50 
years  are  upon  me,  I  have  no  desire  to 
retire.  I  have  stopped  all  O.B.'s  and  night 
calls  since  I  had  a  coronary  in  1952  but 
am  seeing  more  patients  than  before.

I  have  thought  of  this  often  and  ap- 
plied it  in  my  practice. 

Dr.  Augustine  W.  Lewis 

I  entered  MCV  in  1908  and  got  my 
degree  in  1912.  I  was  very  fortunate  to 
get  a  very  studious  roommate,  Alvin 
Fleet  Bagley.  We  roomed  together  for 
the  four  years  and  took  our  internships 
together  in  the  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital  in 
Buffalo,  New  York.  Dr.  Bagley  specialized 
in  eye,  ear,  nose,  and  throat  and  practiced 
this  specialty  in  Richmond,  Virginia.

I  settled  in  the  country  and  have  had 
a  very  active  life.  I  helped  organize  the 
Mid-Tidewater  Medical  Society  and  am 
a  past  president  of  this  society.  I  was 
instrumental  in  the  founding  of  the 
King  William  Ruritan  Club  and  am  a 
past  president.  While  serving  on  the  King 
William  School  Board,  we  installed  the 
first  business  course  in  the  public  schools 
of  Virginia.  I  am  a  fifty  year  member  of 
Arlington  Masonic  Lodge  102  AF  and 
AM;  a  senior  warden  and  vestryman  of

After  graduating  from  UCM  in  1912, 
I  opened  an  office  in  Elkton,  Virginia,  and 
took  care  of  all  branches  of  the  dental 
profession  together  with  general  x-ray 
work  for  the  physicians.

Year   of   Graduation- 
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School  of  Medicine 

The  selection  of  the  eighty-four  mem- 
bers of  the  September,  1962,  entering 
class  in  medicine  has  recently  been  com- 
pleted. 

While  the  number  applying  this  year 
showed  a  slight  increase,  no  essential  dif- 
ference in  qualifications  of  the  applicants 
was  noted  over  1961.  There  are  eight 
women  among  the  eighty-four  students 
selected.  This  class  came  to  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  from  forty-five  col- 
leges and  universities.  Sixty-two  are  resi- 
dents of  the  State  of  Virginia  .  .  .  twenty- 
two  are  non-Virginians. 

We  appreciate  the  influential  role  the 
alumni  continues  to  play  in  recommend- 
ing their  school  to  these  young  men  and 
women,  both  by  precept  and  counsel. 

All  of  the  seniors  have  obtained  their 
internships  for  the  coming  year.  Eighty- 
two  of  the  eighty-eight  students  partici- 
pated in  the  National  Intern  Matching 
Program.  Of  these  students,  82  per  cent 
obtained  their  first  choice  under  the  plan. 
Fifty-two  are  interning  in  Virginia  hospi- 
tals, five  in  Norfolk,  six  in  Petersburg, 
sixteen  in  Roanoke,  and  twenty-five  in 
Richmond.  The  remaining  are  interning 
in  sixteen  other  states  and  Canada. 

Sixty-four  chose  a  rotating  internship; 
ten,  straight  medicine;  seven,  straight 
surgery;  three,  straight  pediatrics;  and 
four,  a  mixed  internship.  Of  the  students 
interning  in  Virginia  hospitals,  25  p:r 
cent  are  non- Virginians  by  residence  and 
represent  45  per  cent  of  the  seniors  who 
are  non- Virginians. 

On  June  1  and  2,  the  medical  faculty 
will  have  the  pleasure  of  again  present- 
ing the  Scientific  Assembly.  On  Thursday 
night,  May  31,  just  prior  to  the  meetings, 
we  hope  you  will  join  the  faculty  at  an 
informal  get-together  in  the  Marshall 
Room  of  the  Hotel  John  Marshall.

under   the   five-year   program   cannot   be 
evaluated    fully   until   the   classes    enroll 
this  fall. 

Our  last  four-year  class  entered  in  1959. 
Classes  graduating  after  1963  will  all  be 
on  the  five-year  plan.  The  class  of  1964 
will  be  the  first  of  this  group  and,  of 
necessity,  a  small  one.  Since  we  offer  a 
1-4  or  2-3  option  for  new  students,  we 
are  still  accepting  students  for  the  class 
of  1965.  Therefore,  any  student  having 
credit  for  8  semester  hours  of  chemistry, 
biology,  and  physics;  12  semester  hours 
of  English  and  electives  in  humanities; 
and  6  semester  hours  of  Economics  and 
college  math  (total  60  semester  hours) 
may  meet  our  requirements  for  the  1965 
class  on  the  2-3  option.  Those  students 
having  credit  for  8  semester  hours  of 
biology  or  chemistry,  6  semester  hours  of 
English  and  college  math,  and  12  semester 
hours  of  humanities  (total  32  semester 
hours)  may  qualify  for  the  1966  class 
under  the  1-4  option. 

We  expect  to  have  space  available  for 
all  qualified  applicants  and  will  certainly 
be  happy  to  examine  the  credentials  of 
any  prospective  student  who  may  wish  to 
pursue  pharmacy  as  a  career.

Alumni  will  be  pleased  to  know  of  the 
singular  recognition  recently  received  by 
the  school  of  nursing  when,  at  the  invi- 
tation of  MCV's  dean  two  years  ago,  the 
National  League  for  Nursing,  Council  of 
Member  Agencies,  Department  of  Bac- 
calaureate and  Higher  Degree  Programs, 
met  for  the  first  time  in  Williamsburg, 
Virginia,  March  26-28,  with  your  school 
of  nursing  serving  as  the  hostess  group. 
With  a  membership  of  159  college  and 
university  programs  throughout  the  coun- 
try, this  group  serves  as  a  forum  for  dis- 
cussion of  policies  affecting  collegiate  pro- 
grams in  nursing  education.  Over  300 
deans,  directors,  selected  faculty  members, 
and  their  guests  attended  the  conference, 
whose  program  theme  was  the  content  of 
the  major  in  nursing  with  respect  to  both 
baccalaureate  and  higher  degree  programs. 
Guest  speakers  included  Dr.  William 
Savage,  dean,  College  of  Education,  Uni- 
versity of  South  Carolina ;  Miss  Dorothy 
E.  Johnson,  associate  professor  of  nurs- 
ing, University  of  California,  Los  Angeles; 
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and  Dr.  Martha  Rogers,  chairman,  depart- 
ment of  nurse  education,  New  York  Uni- 
versity. The  conference  members,  after 
hearing  the  keynote  speakers,  concentrated 
their  efforts  in  discussion  groups  directed 
toward  analyzing  the  nursing  content  of 
degree  programs  and  presented  a  final 
report  containing  seventeen  recommenda- 
tions for  further  consideration. 

MCV  was  equally  honored  by  the 
presence  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  and  other

Council  and  their  wives  who  attended  a 
social  hour  and  dinner  for  which  the  Col- 
lege served  as  host.

School  of  Graduate  Schools 

Under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  Robert  I. 
Taber,  candidate  for  the  degree  of  doctor 
of  philosophy  in  the  department  of  phar- 
macology, the  graduate  student  body  is 
having  an  active  year  of  informal  discus- 
sion evenings.  One  of  the  most  recent  of 
these  has  been  a  session  on  graduate  and 
medical  education  led  by  Dr.  Edwin  F. 
Roskinski.  Most  graduate  students  of  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  eventually 
go  into  teaching  and  research  in  medical, 
dental,  or  pharmacy  schools,  usually  in 
preclinical  departments.

A  majority 
of  the  graduate  students  carry  out  some 
teaching  under  guidance  as  a  part  of  their 
education. 

At  the  Commencement  exercises  on 
June  3,  1962,  it  is  expected  that  nine 
graduates  will  be  presented  for  graduate 
degrees,  six  for  the  degree  of  doctor  of 
philosophy  and  three  for  the  degree  of 
master  of  science.

School  of  Hospital 
Administration 

Spring  is  the  busy  time  of  year  for  staff 
and  students. 


Students  of  the  first  year  are  thinking, 
often  a  little  belatedly,  of  the  deadlines: 
final  examination  of  the  course  but  more 
of  these  subjects  which  must  be  approved 
by  the  committee  on  graduation  and  taken 
into  the  residency  year;  of  the  adviser, 
perhaps  as  not  yet  selected;  of  the  resi- 
dency— where,  if  that  is  not  determined 
— of  moving  and  settling  a  family  into  a 
new  situation  by  June  1  or  at  latest  July 
1;  of  the  spring  trips  to  New  York,  the 
Carolinas-Virginias  hospital  conference, 
this  year  in  Roanoke;  or  of  term  assign- 
ments. 

Students  of  the  second  year  (or  most 
of  them)  are  bothered  because  of  not 
having  finished  the  thesis,  while  yet  there 
was  an  abundance  of  time;  of  not  having 
yet  passed  the  oral  examination;  of  find- 
ing a  job  and  beginning  that  long  con- 
templated career;  of  meeting  the  ritual 
in  conventions  of  commencement;  or  of 
facing  the  unknown  and  unfamiliar. 

Faculty  and  staff  have  in  April  and  May 
a  triple  exposure.  They  must  select  a  new 
class  for  September,  1962.  They  must 
get  the  first-year  class  through  the  aca- 
demic year  and  into  the  residency.  They 
must  work  with  the  seniors  in  bringing 
them  to  graduation.  The  committee  on 
admissions  agonizes  over  selecting  one  in 
every  five  interviewed  for  the  new  fall 
class  and  they  have  interviewed  65-75. 
In  addition,  they  have  duties  in  counsel- 
ling the  resident  class  in  its  plans  for 
next  year  and  in  bringing  courses  to  com- 
pletion. There  is  also  the  matter  of  review- 
ing  15    theses   and   conducting  examina- 


tions of  seniors  and  in  coaching  some  to  a 
further  effort.  For  several,  there  are  the 
spring  meetings  and  the  responsibility  and 
effort  of  participation  in  these  programs. 

All  has  gone  very  well  during  the  year 
concluding.  There  have  been  steadily  in- 
creasing expressions  of  confidence  in  the 
work  of  the  school.  The  number  of  em- 
ployers who  turn  to  the  school  for  staff- 
ing is  firm  evidence  of  the  confidence 
which  trained  men  have  earned  for  trained 
men.  Persons  who  try  to  enter  the  field  by 
any  other  door  than  a  university  meet  with 
much  discouragement.  The  effect  of  this 
is  that  the  universities  have  really  taken 
over  the  responsibility  for  determining 
who  are  to  become  the  administrators  of 
hospitals  and  health  facilities. 

On  Friday,  June  1,  the  alumni  of  the 
school  will  be  invited  to  the  campus  for 
a  day  of  so  called  "Administrative  Clinics." 
The  subject  for  the  day  has  not  been  an- 
nounced but  will  shortly.  It  is  hoped  to 
make  this  day  a  traditional  day  of  con- 
tinuing education.

School  of  Medical  Technology 

The  1961  class  averaged  30  points 
above  the  national  average  on  the  Na- 
tional Registry  of  Medical  Technologists' 
examination  given  in  November.  The  low- 
est passing  score  was  101  and  172  was  the 
highest  recorded  score.  The  national 
average  was  121.  MCV's  19  graduates 
averaged  151,  with  the  highest  score  being 
168  and  the  lowest  score  12  5. 

Since  the  class  graduated  in  September, 
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ten  members  are  working  in  MCV  labora- 
tories; one  has  become  an  instructor  there; 
two  have  accepted  positions  with  MCV 
research  groups;  four  have  accepted  labo- 
ratory positions  in  other  parts  of  Virginia ; 
one  is  working  for  a  baccalaureate  degree 
at  MCV;  and  one  is  with  her  husband  in 
Boston,  where  he  is  taking  medical  train- 
ing.

School  of  Physical  Therapy 

As  the  school  of  physical  therapy  ap- 
proaches the  end  of  the  year  1961-62,  it 
takes  pride  in  some  of  the  things  it  has 
been  able  to  accomplish.  The  most  grati- 
fying aspect  of  our  situation  is  the  evi- 
dence of  a  continuous  growth  and  devel- 
opment that  is  in  keeping  with  the  tradi- 
tion of  the  Medical  College. 

Our  enrollment  has  increased  to  the 
point  that  we  are  admitting  as  many  stu- 
dents as  our  present  physical  facilities  will 
permit.  The  number  of  inquiries  and  ap- 
plications being  received  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Admissions  are  showing  a 
steady  increase.  Still  there  is  more  to  be 
done  in  this  direction,  because  we  have 
not  reached  the  point  where  we  are  able 
to  be  as  selective  as  experience  has  shown 
that  we  should  be.  We  do  believe  that 
our  present  efforts  are  in  the  right  direc- 
tion to  solve  this  problem. 

The  Curriculum  Study  Committee  made 
up  of  faculty  and  clinical  staff  has  been 


at  work  for  the  past  15  months  studying 
and  evaluating  our  curriculum.  This  Com- 
mittee hopes  to  complete  certain  phases 
of  its  work  in  about  another  year.  Once 
this  point  is  reached,  the  Committee  will 
make  its  recommendations  for  any  curric- 
ular  revisions  that  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary to  improve  our  program  here  in  the 
school  and  in  our  clinical  education  pro- 
gram. 

To  parallel  the  work  of  the  Curriculum 
Study  Committee,  we  are  also  making  a 
study  of  our  clinical  education  program. 
This  study  is  made  possible  by  a  grant 
from  the  Office  of  Vocational  Rehabilita- 
tion. The  program  is  being  coordinated 
by  Miss  Elizabeth  Fellows,  a  member  of 
the  school  faculty.  In  making  this  study, 
Miss  Fellows  is  working  very  closely  with 
the  clinical  education  supervisors  in  all  of 
the  institutions  where  our  students  are 
sent  for  clinical  education.  In  passing,  it 
is  gratifying  to  note  that  many  of  these 
supervisors  are  MCV  graduates.  When 
these  two  studies  are  complete,  we  should 
have  a  great  deal  of  invaluable  informa- 
tion that  may  be  used  as  a  guide  line  for 
the  future  of  our  school. 

The  school  of  physical  therapy  has  been 
working  with  the  department  of  visual 
education  in  an  effort  to  see  how  closed- 
circuit  television  can  best  be  utilized  in 
improving  our  instruction  here  in  the 
school.  Material  in  anatomy  and  electro- 
therapy has  been  presented  to  the  students 
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by  means  of  this  medium.  The  results  are 
being  evaluated  to  see  if  this  media  is 
any  improvement  over  what  we  are  now 
doing.  Preliminary  responses  seem  to  indi- 
cate that  this  is  a  highly  promising  teach- 
ing method. 

One  of  the  most  significant  develop- 
ments in  our  school  this  year  was  the 
amount  of  new  equipment  secured. 
Through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Frederick  E. 
Vultee,  medical  director,  and  Dean  Wil- 
liam F.  Maloney,  of  the  school  of  medi- 
cine, we  have  been  able  to  purchase  about 
$10,000  worth  of  new  equipment.  This 
much  needed  equipment  will  enable 
us  to  improve  our  instruction  and 
in  turn  improve  the  caliber  of  our  gradu- 
ates. To  augment  this  development,  we 
have  secured  additional  space  on  the  fourth 
floor  of  Memorial  Hall.  This  is  being 
used  for  classroom,  library,  and  storage 
space.  The  school,  at  the  present,  is  oc- 
cupying portions  of  the  second,  third,  and 
fourth  floors  of  Memorial  Hall. 

This  seems  to  be  the  "state  of  the 
school  of  physical  therapy"  as  we  enter 
the  final  weeks  of  1961-62.

1893  Garland  H.  Carter  (M),  of  Boydton, 
Virginia  died  on  September  11,  1961.  He 
was  associated  with  the  Community  Memorial 
Hospital,  South  Hill,  Virginia,  and  was  an 
advisor  to  the  Mecklenburg  County  Health  De- 
partment. 

1898  James  Weldon  Smith  (M),  of  Farm- 
ville,  Virginia,  died  in  Mound  Park  Hospital, 
St.  Petersburg  Florida,  on  February  3,  1961. 
He  had  served  on  the  staff  on  the  Farmville 
Community    Hospital. 

1899  UCM  Archibald  P.  Osborne  (M),  of 
Berryville,  Virginia,  died  on  January  19.  He 
had  practiced  in  Clarke  County  for  over 
sixty  years  and  achieved  nation-wide  acclaim 
for  having  delivered  more  than  4100  babies 
without  the  loss  of  a  mother.

WALTER  EDWARD  VEST 

Doctor  Vest  was  born  in  Floyd  County,  Virginia,  January  20,  1882,  and 
died  in  Huntington,  West  Virginia,  January  28,  1962.  He  was  educated  at 
The  College  of  William  and  Mary,  A.B.,  1902;  M.A.  (honorary),  1958; 
and  at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  M.D.,  1909;  Sc.D.  (honorary) ,  1939. 

After  interning  at  the  Memorial  Hospital,  Medical  College  of  Virginia, 
he  practiced  medicine  at  Meherrin,  Virginia,  for  five  years.  Since  1916,  he 
has  resided  in  Huntington,  West  Virginia;  his  practice  limited  to  internal 
medicine. 

Doctor  Vest  will  be  remembered  as  a  towering  figure,  as  leader  and  presi- 
dent of  many  organizations,  as  editor  and  author,  as  a  Shakespearean  scholar, 
as  wise  counselor  to  many  far  and  near,  and  as  a  skilful  and  knowledgeable 
physician.  He  accepted  the  many  honors  that  came  to  him  with  unusual 
modesty.    He  was  truly  a  remarkable  gentleman  of  many  gifts. 

As  an  alumnus,  Doctor  Vest  had  few  peers.  He  was  president  of  the 
Alumni  Association  both  of  The  College  of  William  and  Mary  and  of  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia.  He  was  alert  to  spot  worthy  students,  to  recom- 
mend them  for  admission,  and  often  to  advise  them. 

Sensitive  at  all  times  to  the  needs  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  he 
contributed  and  successfully  encouraged  others  to  contribute  substantial 
funds  to  the  institution.  He  visited  the  College  frequently,  often  at  Com- 
mencement, and  applauded  new  advances  and  developments.  Withal,  he 
stimulated  other  alumni  to  do  likewise.  In  fact,  Doctor  Vest's  loyalty  and 
effectiveness  as  an  alumnus  was  such  that  in  December,  I960,  the  Executive 
Committee,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  adopted  and  sent  to  him  a 
special  resolution  recognizing  his  "untiring  and  fruitful  efforts  in  behalf 
of  the  institution  ..." 

William  T.  Sanger,   Chancellor  Emeritus

Virginia,  died  on  March  7,  1962,  after  a 
long  illness.  A  retired  eye,  ear,  nose,  and 
throat  specialist,  he  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  Richmond  Eye  Hospital. 
Charles  Edward  Critcher  (M),  of  New  Church, 
Virginia,  died  on  December  7,  1961.  He  had 
practiced  on  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia 
for  almost   fifty  years. 

UCM  James  Newton  Dickson  (P),  of  Bridge- 
water,  Virginia,  died  on  December  17,  1961. 
He  had  operated  the  Dickson's  Drug  Store 
there  until  his  retirement  six  years  ago. 

1914  Lewis  Tilghman  Stoneburner,  Jr.  (M), 
of  Richmond,  Virginia,  died  on  January  29. 
He  had  been  assistant  professor  of  clinical 
medicine  at  MCV  until  his  retirement  because 
of    statutory    requirements.

He  had 
been  on  the  staff  of  Martinsville  General 
Hospital.

He 
specialized  in  pediatrics  and  was  associated 
with  Lewis-Gale,  Roanoke  Memorial,  and 
Shenandoah  Hospitals.
